The council also authorized the 
paving of Williams St., in Clayton 
Addition after accepting the. bid 
of the W. J. O’Leary firm. 
The setting up of the new pre­ 
cinct in Ward Two came under 
heavy discussion during the m eet­ 
ing. The boundary was finally out­ 
lined to include all of Sunset Ad­ 
dition in the second precinct. All 
territory to the east of that boun­ 
dary line will remain in the first 
precinct. 


Ordinance Passed 
As for the registration, an ordi­ 
nance authorizing it was passed. 
But, there is much detailed work 
involved in the setting up of the 
registration. 
Registration of voters is allow­ 
ed under the new census figures 
which places Sikeston in the rating 
of a third class city, 10,000 per­ 
sons or more. 
According 
to 
the 
ordinance 
passed, there will be seven regis­ 
trars, one from each precinct in the 
city. These registrars will have the 
task of lining up every voter and 
registering same. This will have to 
1 <* do-'e huTiodlv to com pi v with 
all statutes before the next city 
election on Tuesday, April 3. 


To Choose Registrars 
All of the aldermen were asked 
to line up some individual from 
their own ward to be commissioned 
registrar. The registrars will serve 
until the next general election in 
1952 at which time registrars will 
be elected by the people.

Mayor Cravens said that many 
persons have stated that they have 
been overcharged, mistreated, and 
that arrangem ents have been mis­ 
handled.

Cemetery property and that the 
city would undertake the operation 
of the cemetery.

Tireless Efforts 
The city’s purchase of the mobile 
radio equipment brought to an end 
the m ayor’s tireless efforts to ob­ 
tain these units for the local police 
and fire truck. 
Cities such as Charleston, Ken- 
nett, Cape Girardeau and Poplar 
Bluff already have such equipment. 
This will aid the local officials and 
police in both efficiency and serv­ 
ice. 
The cost of the new radios and a 
transm itter is slightly over $3000. 
This amounts to ten per cent more 
than it would have earlier last year 
when Mayor 
Cravens 
suggested 
that the city purchase them. 
The price increase was put into 
effect just shortly after President 
T rum an announced that price con­ 
trols would be placed into effect.

When I was a boy every farm 
was in easy reach 
of a country 
church. Real estate men found it 
next to impossible to find buyers 
for farms that were inconvenient­ 
ly located with regard to church 
and school. To serve rural con­ 
gregations the policy of religious 
organizations was to locate preach­ 
ers on the field. 
These gorily men hardly ever 
received more than enough for a 
hare living. Most of them said they 
preferred souls for their hire. On 
horseback when roads were bad, 
they kept in constant touch with 
families on their field. When there 
was a wedding to be performed, the 
old pastor was at home. When 
there was a death in some family, 
he was ready with a long and com­ 
forting funeral sermon. 
From one end of the year to the 
other, he was a guide, counselor 
and friend to all with whom he 
came in contact. It was during this 
period 
that 
country 
churches 
reached their zenith in membership 
and influence. As religious and 
community centers they were in- 
dispensible. 
Along in the early days of the 
present century young men who 
wished to enter the ministry be­ 
came sold on the importance of 
courses in theological seminaries. 
Few of them had 
money 
with 
which to pay for tuition and board. 
To make matters easier for them, 
state denominational organizations 
began encouraging rural churches 
to have student pastors. Then, in­ 
stead of 
having 
consecrated old 
preachers constantly on the field, 
congregations which had preaching 
once a month, as most of them did, 
would have the preacher on the 
field only on two days, which were 
the Saturday and Sunday of his 
preaching week. 
HARDLY GOT AC QUAINTED 
Several times a year road con­ 
ditions would make it impossible 
for the student to keep his appoint­ 
ment. Even under the most favor- j 
able conditions, he got acquainted | 
with his congregation in the course 
of a year. While most of the decline 
in rural churches is attributed to 
widespread use of cars for Sunday 
tiips. I believe that lack of interest 
in them dates from the time they 
began divorcing themselves from 
resident preachers who knew and 
loved their congregations as they 
knew and loved their own fam ­ 
ilies. The student pastor policy was 
encouraged by the argument that, 
without aid of this sort, poor boys 
could not prepare themselves for 
the ministry. Another thing which 
popularized those poor boys usually 
were willing to do the preaching 
for fewer dollars than the resident 
preachers had been getting. 
After becoming convinced that 
resident pastors might stem the 
tide which seemed to be running 
against rural churches, I sought 
with all the assurance of youth to 
stem it. Being a member of the 
Baptist church I thought to use 
that denomination as a sort of de­ 
monstration agency for a brilliant 
idea. When our county association 
held its annual meeting 1 presented 
the plan with much vigor and with 
eager anticipation of an enthusi­ 
astic response. On a county map I 
show the location of all the con- 
gregations 
that 
were 
having i 
preaching only once or twice a 
month, as result of which they had 
a minister on the field only once or 
twict a month. 
By grouping these churches, as 
I showed from my map, several 
preachers could be located on the 
field, each one in constant touch 
with the families he served. Instead 
of being greeted with loud ap­ 
plause. however, I earned lor m y­ 
self a place as Public Enemy No. 
1. The student pastors led what 
came near to being an indigation 
meeting against me. One of them 
demanded to know what made me 
think I could come into a Baptist 
meeting and tell the folks what to 
do. 
FLAN THROWN OI I 
The plan, of course, was thrown 
down the back stairs, and I was 
lucky to escape the same fate. That 
was about 40 years ago. There still 
are no rural resident Baptist pas- 
I tors in Monroe County. The same 
thing is true of most of the other 
1 Protestant 
demoninations. 
The* 
i rural church problem gets more 
I serious all the time, many churches 
I have been discontinued and then 
: houses of worship sold as scrap 
lumber. A majority of our rural 
children, it is safe to say, are being 
reared without Sunday School and 
preaching advantages. These things 
arc available in nearby towns, of 
course, but for some unexplain­ 
able reason farmers, as a rule, are 
unwilling to attend church services 
in the towns. 
Fortunately, 
the 
hatred 
and 
rivalries which once characterized 
our religious denominations have 
disappeared 
Union 
services are 
held in most of our towns. Mem­ 
bers. of 
different 
folds 
live on 
neighborly terms. Few of 
them 
could tell what their denominations 
stand for hut are very much like* 
the late British statesman, Lloyd 
j George, who once said he was a 
Baptist and would die for his faith, 
whatever it was. 
In our town not long ago the 
Christian Church was having a 
special meeting, at which the at- 


endance was too large for its 
supply of communion cups. The 
pastor contacted the Baptist pas­ 
tor and secured the loan of the 
Baptist cups. I can remember a 
time when such a thing would have 
been unthinkable in both of those 
congregations. When a new pastor 
comes 
to 
town, all 
the 
other 
churches dismiss their Sunday eve­ 
ning services in order to join in a 
community welcome to him. 
NEIGHBORLY INCIDENT 
My nephew. Dr. Frank M. Po­ 
well. until recently vice president 
of the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary at Louisville, tells of a 
neighborly pastoral incident which 
came near 
costing two 
lives. A 
Methodist preacher friend had a 
convert who wished to be im ­ 
mersed in a near-by river. Some­ 
body suggested that he should bor­ 
row Dr. Powell’s baptismal pants 
for the occasion. Being made of a 
rubber treated material, they kept 
the wearer from getting wet. 
Unfortunately, the inexperienced 
young minister put the pants on the 
candidate instead of on himself. 
Getting 
beyond 
his 
depth, the 
pants became filled with water, 
pulling the candidate down. In his 
struggles he almost overcame the 
preacher, and a double tragedy 
was narrowly 
averted. 
Here in 
Paris m any years ago a Methodist 
preacher who sought to borrow the 
Baptist baptistry for a candidate 
who wished to be immersed was 
curtly informed that the Baptists 
were not taking in washing. Today, 
however, the Baptists, or any other 
sect. would lend their pulpits or 
pews to a neighboring pastor of dif­ 
ferent faith il he needed them. 
Several years ago what used to 
be one of 
the 
foremost 
rural 
churches in our locality closed up 
and quit. After noticing that none 
of the members attended services 
in the large Christian Church at 
Paris, 1 pressed one of tin* former 
elders, a very pi eminent fanner, 
for a reason, and this is what he 
said: 
“We farm folk just don’t feel at 
home in your town churches.” 
In form er days the best 
point for a farm was that 
located near church and 
Today, the customer seems 
ested only in whether the farm is 
on an electric line and a solid high­ 
way.
